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Evacuation backlog builds up

President Ford said today only the 
“ b arest 
m inim um 
num ber” 
of 
Americans will be left in South Vietnam 
by tonight, but Saigon dispatches said a 
huge backlog of Americans and their 
Vietnamese dependents was building up 
because of a shortage of planes. 
U.S. officials at Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines 
said 
more 
than 
2,500 
refugees from Saigon flooded into there 
during the day and that another 500 were 
expected tonight. This would almost 
double the 1,600 figure of Monday. The 
U.S. Embassy said a tent city there was 
being expanded to handle 4,000 persons. 
Despite the around-the-clock airlift to 
Clark, a backlog of evacuees has built up 
in the huge compound of the U.S. 
Defense 
Attache 
Office 
in Saigon, 
referred to as ‘‘Pentagon E ast.” 
By nightfall tonight, close to 1,000 
persons were gathered in the area, 
awaiting flights. One source working 
with the evacuation program said there 
was h backlog of about 50 full flights. 
However, officials would not conHrm 
this. 
‘‘We’re moving tlwm out as fast as 
possible,” one U.S. official said. ‘‘We’ve 
got far more flights manifested than we 
have aircraft. These are people who 
have 
co m pleted 
all 
n e c e ssa ry 
documentation and are just awaiting 
transport.” 
The final staging area for evacuees 
cleared 
for departure 
is 
a sports 
complex called the “ DAO Activity 
Section,” which is located within the 
sprawling Tan Son Nhut Air Base area 
and only a five-minute ride from the 
city. Some of the evacuees have waited 
for as long as two days in the area which 
IS without sleeping accommodations and 
has only a few comfort facilities

ratio of Vietnamese leaving 
appeared to be close to 20 to 1. Most 
were wives, children, parents агм1 other 
relatives of departing Americans.

Beauty panel 
to make $7,500 
budget request 


The 
Beautification 
Commission

1975-76 fiscal budget of $7,500 to the City

Instead of requesting budget approval 
for separate items, as was done last 
fiscal year, the commission is asking for 
a lump sum amount to spend on a 
variety of possible projects. 
Those projects include, but are not 
limited to. installation of the long- 
proposed city entry sign on Highway 246 
near Grefco; up-grading of Ingram 
Park; purchase of planters and trash 
receptacles for downtown; continuation 
of the beautification of the Wye; 
continuation of the m aster street tree 
project and landscaping of the Lompoc 
Public Library.

funds that will finance

projects are donated monies from the 
public at large. 
In other business, the commission was 
informed by Mike Kaufman, secretary, 
that the state Division of Highways has 
granted 
the city 
an encroachment 
permit to plant 25 flats of Ceanothus in 
the Wye entrance area by June. 
The commission decided to ask the 
state for an extension of November as 
that would be a better time to do the 
planting. The body also agreed to spend 
$750 on the Ceanothus and grow them in 
the city nursery until the plants are 
strong enough to plant this fall.

In addition to the emergency Air 
Force evacuation flights, a sizeable 
number of Americans were still leaving 
on regular commercial flights.

back to back at Clark Monday night and 
this morning.

including gymnasiums, schools, movie 
theaters and transient quarters, were 
cleared for the evacuees. 
The overflow started moving into a 
newly constructed tent city in the early 
hours of the morning. 
Officials feared Clark could become a 
bottleneck 
with 
only 
four 
flights 
scheduled to take evacuees on to the 


United States Wednesday 
Spokesmen at the base 50 miles north 
of Manila said they could house only 
5,000 persons at one time. 


George W. Schwarz Jr., an Alaska 
barge company manager who brought 30 
people into the tent city, said he had 
been given estim ates of two to five 
weeks before his group could be sent to 
the United States. 
“They cleared the paperwork blocks 
in Saigon but now we have to start it all 
over again here,” he said 


Officials said one reason for the delay 
in reducing the number of U.S. citizens 
in South Vietnam is the arrival of 
additional Americans daily for a variety 
of purposes.

Price spiral slows in March 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Consumer 
prices in March rose 0.3 per cent, the 
sm allest increase in 20 months, the 
Labor Departm ent said today. 
The 
government 
statistics 
were 
another encouraging indication that the 
nation is gaining the upper hand in the 
battle against inflation. 
The 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 
attributed the moderated increase in the 
Consumer 
Price 
Index 
to 
lower 
mortgage interest rates and food prices, 
particularly beef, eggs and sugar. 


The food price index declined 0.5 per 
cent, the biggest decline since an 0.5 per 
cent drop in February, 1967. The last 
time the food price index declined at all 
was in July, 1974, when the drop was 0.4 
per cent. 


The 0.3 per cent rise in the CPI was 
the smallest since an 0.2 per cent climb 
in July, 1973 when wage and price 
controls were in effect. 


During the past three months, prices 
have risen at an annual rate of 6.6 per 
cent, the sm allest three-month increase 
since May, June and July of 1973 when 
the rate increased 5.5 per cent. 
The CPI for March stood at 157.8 
which means that a selection of goods 
and services that cost $100 in 1967 cost 
$157.80 in March. 
In 
another 
report, 
the 
Labor 
Department said the average weekly 
earnings of workers was down 0.4 per 
cent from February after adjustments 
for price increases. 
The decline was based on a shorter 
work week and higher consumer prices 
which had a greater impact than raises 
received by workers. 
The slowdown in prices as measured 
by the CPI was attributed partly to food 
prices that went down in March instead 
of going up as they usually do. 
Prices for beef have declined steadily 
since last September and during the first 
Fed cooling heels on S-20 


Inaction by the federal government 
has stalled the reconstruction of a year- 
old cave-in on S-20 or Vandenberg Road, 
north of the Base main gate.

Wagner said, “ If we don’t get going 
we might be into next fall’s rainy 
season, again, but it is no problem 


constructing at that tim e.” However, 
Wagner said a problem might develop if 
the road were not repaired before the 
fall of 1976. 


Delay has followed delay in moving 
ahead on the project. Wagner said the 
federal 
government 
questioned 
the 
county’s estim ate of the. cost of repair 
and asked for more information. The 
county had the state do some additional 
core sampling to satisfy the questions 
and still no action, Wagner said. 


Wagner said the roadway appeared to 
be “very stable now.” What might occur 
if another rainy season came and went 
was a m atter of speculation. 


three months of 1975, prices for pork, 
poultry, dairy products, eggs and sugar 
have contributed to the slowdown. 


Gasoline prices, which have been 
declining since the last part of 1974, rose 
again during the first quarter of this 
year. The average price for a gallon of 
regular gasoline in March was 53.4 
cents, up 0.1 cent from February The 
average premium price was 57.6 cents, 
up 0.2 cents per gallon. 


New car prices increased instead of 
declining as they usually do, reflecting 
higher priced 1975 model imported cars 
and the end of the domestic rebate sales. 


P art of the rise in the CPI was 
attributed to higher charges for medical 
care including fees for doctors and 
dentists and other professional services 
such as eye examinations and lab tests 


Mortgage interest rates declined and 
home maintenance and repairs showed 
no change but most prices for household

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras (UPI) -

ousted as president of Honduras today in 
a bloodless coup linked to a $1.25 million 
bribe from a U.S. firm trying to get 
banana taxes lowered, the nation’s 
military rulers announced. 


There was no immediate indication of

circulated that he may have left the 
country —possibly for Nicaragua. 


Both the Senate and the House today 
delayed until Wednesday final action on 
proposals to allocate millions of dollars 
in humanitarian and evacuation aid 
funds to South Vietnam 
The leadership of both chambers 
announced the decisions after the House 
Armed Services Committee killed legis­ 
lation, sought by President Ford, for 
$722 million in emergency military aid 
Cxingressional sources said the delay 
in voting on the humanitarian and 
evacuation money came because of con­ 
gressional reluctance to act pending

County will probably 
acquire Ellwood Pier

The State Wildlife Conservation Board 
will be advised of the county’s intent “ to 
p roceed 
w ith 
acq u isitio n 
and 
development” of Ellwood Pier as a 
public fishing and recreational pier. 
County supervisors went this far 
Monday in giving a partial answer to the 
presentation of Parks Director Michael 
Pahos aimed at seeking approval of 
county funding - along with oil company 
and state money - for the proposed 
$1,118,000 project. 
Supervisors took only the one step of a 
series of four proposed by Pahos, 
preferring 
to wait until 
return of 
vacationing Supervisor Jam es L. Slater, 
in whose Goleta Valley district the pier 
is located. 
But Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
came out strongly in favor of the pier 
plan Monday, giving vast encouragement 
to m en’s groups and others who contend 
it is a “once in a lifetime” opportunity 
for the county to get 2,500-foot long pier 
at comparatively little cost. 
Only $117,000 will be needed by the 
county to swing the project, Pahos 
emphasized. 
Unless the county supervisors find 
themselves in a bind with the tax rate 
this coming fiscal year, it is expected 
there may be three votes in favor of 
county funding of the pier Slater and 
Supervisor Frank Frost have shown 
themselves sympathetic to the plan 
Burmah Oil Co., successor to Signal 
Oil, would account for $160,000 of the 
total, the Wildlife Conservation Board’s 
allocation of $250,000 still stands, A.G. 


Rutsch, assistant executive officer of 
the board, told the supervisors Monday 
Rutsch said there are 18 fishing piers 
that the state has worked with local 
government 
to 
acquire 
along 
the 
California coastline. 
UC Santa Barbara zoology professor 
Joseph Connell mentioned the hope that 
the beach area west of the pier can be

would not interfere with the 
evacuation of Americans from 
the war-torn country. 
President Ford has blamed 
South Vietnam’s military set­ 
backs on the reluctance of 
Congress to provide emergency 
military aid to the beleaguered 
South Vietnamese government. 
The Communists have cap­ 
tured 21 of South Vietnam's 44 
provinces during the 1975 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
offensive.

F PC approves high rates 
in first coal-gas ruling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In its first coal-gas 
rate decision, the Federal Power Commission 
has approved a $1 38 per thousand cubic feet 
rate for a mixture of natural and synthetic gas 
for California consumers. 


This rate compares with a $l-per-thousand 
cubic feet allowed for Canadian gas at the U.S. 
border and is more than double the 52 cents rate 
for newly discovered gas in domestic fields open 
since the beginning of 1973. 
The unanimous decision Monday applied to 
the sale of gas provided by the Transwestern 
Coal 
Gasification 
Co. 
and 
Transwestern 
Pipeline Co., both of Houston, to the Pacific 
Coal Gasification Co. and Western Gasification 
Co. of Los Angeles. 
The proposed project calls for production of 
about 250 million cubic feet of synthetic gas 
daily from 25,000 tons of coal at a gasification 
plant on the Navajo reservation in New Mexico. 
The gas would be transported from the plant in 
a 67-mile pipeline.

Expert calls silicone 
injections dangerous 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Charles A. Vinnik, a Las Vegas plastic 
surgeon, says the use of silicone injections as beauty treatments 
for faces and women’s breasts is dangerous 
“ It doesn’t deserve to be let loose on the American public,” 
Vinnick testified at a meeting of the House investigations 
subcommittee 
Monday. 
He 
asked 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration to withhold marketing approval of silicone 
injections, used to increase breast size, remove facial wrinkles 
and build up sagging areas. 
Vinnik said he has seen several hundred cases of women with 
disfiguration and rotting skin from silicone injections Also, he 
added, a few men have had penis injections with “ disfiguring 
results.” 
He showed slides of women he said were treated 10 or more 
years ago with silicone Some had faces blackened with rotting 
skin, others with reddish breasts described as rock hard from 
silicone. 
As of March 14, it was illegal in Nevada to inject liquid silicone 
substances into the human body The felony is punishable by up to 
six years in prison and a $10,000 fine.

Oldster making man-powered plane 


ST. JOHNS, MICH. (U P I> — 
Edward Ernst, a grandfatherly 
gentleman with four bicycle 
wheels, two propellers and a 
dream, hopes to pedal his way 
into 
aviation 
history 
this 
summer. 
Ernst, a retired automotive, 
wood and plastic model maker, 
is nearing completion of a man- 
powered airplane. 
If he succeeds, Ernst will be 
a rare bird. 
Man-powered 
craft 
have 
made it into the air before, but 
none has maintained flight over 
any great distance. 
The rig under construction in 
Ernst’s garage, the product of 
14 years of tinkering, is a 
tubular metal frame on four 
bicycle 
wheels 
with 
two 
propellers up front. 
Although he has never had a 
flying lesson, Ernst said he will 
test fly the craft himself. 
“ Who did the Wright brothers 


take lessons from?” he asked 
with a grin. 


Competition to build a man- 
powered flying machine has 
been keen since 1959, when 
British 
businessman 
Henry 
Kremer offered a cash prize 
for a workable craft. 
The prize was boosted to 
$120,000 when failure followed 
failure. 
In order to claim Kremer’s 
prize, an aviator must fly a 
figure eight between two posts 
set a half mile apart and keep 
an altitude of at least 10 feet. 
Ernst said the model he will 
use to will probably have 
nothing more in common with 
the current model than two 
propellers. 
His ultimate flying machine 
will be a two-man craft with 
bicycle pedals hooked to the 
propellers by way of chains, 
sprockets and a right-angle 


drive. It will have a 70-foot 
wingspan and a rudder up front 
to make sharp turns easier. 
Not trusting his aging legs, 
Ernst will leave the flying of 
the two-man craft to younger 
men with more pedal power.

SACRAMENTO ( UPI j — A six-bill package to open the process 
by which state Public Utilities Commission sets Californians' 
electric, water and gas rates has easily passed the Assembly. 
The measures (AB495 99. ACA34) by Assemblyman Gordon W 
Duffy, R-Hanford, were sent to the Senate Monday on 70-1 votes, 
with the lone opponent saying that the legislation would 
complicate the procedure and “ be a detriment to the customer.” 
Duffy said the legislation is aimed at opening the entire PUC 
procedure, so that the public will have a greater opportunity to 
participate in the decision-making process 
For far too long, the people of this state have been on the 
outside looking in as PUC officials make decisions that can 
radically affect the quality of their lives,” Duffy said. 
The legislation, according to Duffy, would require that all 
discussions, debates and hearings be written down so that the day- 
to-day operations of the commission are available to the public. 


Assemblyman Robert Badham, R-Newport Beach, said he 
opposed the legislation because it would be a detriment to the 
customer by making the procedure more complicated 
He said while the present procedure in determining rates is not 
perfect, it has been hailed as one of the best in the nation. 
The legislation would: 
—Provide that all parties involved in matters before the PUC 
must be present when one of the parties takes a particular 
position. This would make any private meetings between the 
commission, its staff, and utility companies illegal 
—Require a public hearing before the commission could 
increase rates. A rate could be increased temporarily, but a 
hearing would have to be held in 90 days before the rate increase 
could become permanent. 
—Mandate that a quorum of the PUC be present when any legal 
actions are taken.

Equity Funding case 
LA courts host 'battle of century' 


LOS ANGELES (U PI)-T h e 
opening skirmish of “ the court 
battle of the century” was 
crowded but jovial. A federal 
judge surveyed the throng of 
more than 100 lawyers who 
turned out for a preliminary 
hearing and suggested they 
pose for a photograph to mark 
“ this historic moment” 
in 
jurisprudence. 
The $3 billion Equity Funding 
civil action—aftermath of one 
of the biggest frauds in U.S. 
business 
history—got 
under 
way Monday. 
It promises to continue for 
years, challenging records of 
legal 
proceedings for size, 
complexity, length, money and 
manpower. 
As yet there is no indication 
when the actual trial will begin, 
and already there are 312 law 
firms involved. 
Among 
the 
regiment 
of 
lawyers facing U.S. District 
Court Judge Malcolm Lucas 
Monday was William J. Scott, 
the attorney general of the 
state of Illinois. 
Illinois 
is 
one 
of 
the 
defendants, 
along with the 
state 
of California, 
three 
national accounting firms and 
other 
corporations 
and 
individuals, 
including 
the 
executives of Equity Funding 
and 
its life 
insurance 
subsidiary who masterminded 
the fraud. 
It was Scott—who is trying to 
extricate 
Illinois 
from 
the 
action—who predicted it “ un­ 
doubtedly is going to be the 
court battle of the century. The 
stakes are two to three billion 
dollars, the litigants are the 
giants of the business world 
and the defendants are repre­ 
sented by the giants of the legal 
world.” 
The judge was asked by a 
lawyer for plaintiffs at one 
point to break the trial down 
into a number of smaller 
actions—117 of them. The judge 
said he would take that under 
consideration. 
Another lawyer praised the 
judge’s 
“ Solomon-like” 
wisdom to date in presiding 
over 
two 
years 
of 
legal 
maneuvering that brought the 
case to this point. The judge 
joked that he has a friend 
named Gus Solomon, and asked 
that instead of comparing him 


with 
the great judge, the 
lawyers honor him by making 
their statements brief. 
Scott argued that Illinois 
should 
be dismissed 
as a 
defendant on the grounds that it 
is a sovereign state, protected 
by the Constitution from such 
actions. The taxpayers of his 
state should not be saddled with 
a multimillion-dollar bill be­ 
cause of the actions of state 
insurance regulators, he said. 
E q u ity 
Funding 
was 
incorporated in Illinois but its 
head office was here. 
The plaintiffs include some of 
the biggest 
names in the 
insurance 
industry, 
Equity 
Funding stockholders, banks, 
pension and college endowment 
funds, stock brokerages and 
others who were swindled. 
One of the score of issues 
involved is whether the two 
state governments are liable 
for the massive fraud—the 
biggest in the history of the 


U.S. insurance industry—be­ 
cause 
regulatory 
officials 
failed to detect and stop it. 
Equity Funding Corp. of 
America, 
a large financial 
conglomerate, and one of its 
subsidiaries, the Equity Fund­ 
ing Life Insurance Co., col­ 
lapsed in April, 1973 when word 
of the fraud leaked to Wall 
Street, starting a run on its 
stock and the intervention of 
federal and state investigators. 
They found that more than 
62,000 “ policy holders” listed 
on the insurance firm’s books, 
two-thirds of the total, were 
fictitio us 
persons. 
The 
nonexistent 
policy 
holders 
made the company—and its 
parent corporation — appear 
prosperous when they were 
losing 
money, 
artificially 
inflating the worth of the 
company’s stock. In turn, the 
business 
of 
the 
fictitious 
policyholders was sold for cash 
to other insurance companies. 


The insurance companies lost 
millions of dollars when it was 
discovered 
there 
were 
no 
customers to pay premiums on 
the policies they bought The 
corporation’s bankruptcy left 
some of the biggest financial 
institutions in the country, and 
thousands of individual inves­ 
tors, 
holding comparatively 
worthless stock for which they 
paid millions. The company 
officers had profited hugely 
from selling their personally 
owned stock. 
Investigators said the firm’s 
books were so 
tangled 
in 
deliberate falsification that a 
true history of its finances may 
be impossible to determine. 
The corporation president, 
Stanley 
Goldblum, 
alleged 
mastermind of the scheme, 
was sentenced to eight years in 
a federal trial and still faces 
charges in Illinois. Seventeen 
other executives drew terms of 
three to seven years.

State Food and Agriculture 
Director 
Luther T. 
“ Tim” 
Wallace, m announcing the 
decrease which will take effect 
Sunday, also said an experi­ 
ment will be conducted to 
determine whether the state 
should stop setting milk prices 
Wallace said the reduction 
could result in a $20 million 
savings to milk drinkers but 
acknowledged that 
retailers 
may raise prices of other 
produce to make up for the $20 
million loss in milk sales 
The reduction, caused by a 
new method of calculating 
retailers’ costs in selling milk, 
was expected to lower the 
average statewide price for a 
half gallon of milk from 71 to 69 
cents 
For the first time since the 
state began regulating milk 
prices in 1937, Wallace said, 
minimum retail milk prices 
will 
be 
suspended 
in

Sacramento 
area 
as 
an 
experiment to see what effects 
an open market would have on 
milk prices. 


Consumer groups have urged 
the administration to scrap 
minimum retail milk prices, 
arguing they inflate milk costs 
for consumers 
However. Wallace has op­ 
posed legislation taking the 
state out of the milk pricing 
business immediately 
Roy Alper, head of the Ralph

Citizen Action Group, warned 
that Sacramento was a “ very

The price reduction in other

A. Smith faces damage suit 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) — Trustees of the bankrupt Westgate- 
California Corp Monday filed a $1.5 billion damage suit against its 
founder, financier C. Arnholt Smith, and many of his associates 
for allegedly creating the 
illusion of profitability while 
systematically misappropriating assets for their own benefit. 


The trustees charged that they schemed to defraud the publicly 
held conglomerate forcing, Westgate-California to file for 
bankruptcy in February, 1974 
In addition to Smith, defendants listed in the suit were former 
Westgate chairman and president Philip A. Toft, the now-defunct 
U.S. National Bank of San Diego, Smith's brother, J.A. Smith, his 
daughter, Carol Smith Shannon, Kern County businessman Hollis 
Roberts, and M. J. Coen of Kansas City. 
The U.S. District Court suit— the trustees’ first major lawsuit 
since Smith was forced to give up control of Westgate court- 
appointed directors in 1973 — asks more than $500 million in 
general damanges and not less than $1 billion in punitive damages. 
Smith, a long-time friend and large financial contributor to 
former President Richard Nixon, was ousted from Westgate 
management as a condition to settle a fraud suit by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission after the Smith-controlled U.S. 
National Bank which was declared insolvent by federal 
regulators. 
The complaint filed Monday alleged that Smith and his 
associates “ created the illusion that the company was “ honestly 
run and profitable” to attract innocent investors while in reality 
the defendants diverted profits and appropriated corporate assets 
for their own use.

All you needed was a quarter, a buddy, 
and a set of iron jaws 
You hopped on your bike, cruised down to 
the drugstore and bought a handful of 
baseball cards

through the cards. 
The quarter bought you five packs, each 
with five cards and a piece of bubblegum. 
You never went alone because when you 
tore open the packs, you had to yell out the 
names 
of

appropriate comment. You would look 
strange doing this if you were by yourself. 
Elmer Valo: Rats! GinoCimolli: Got 4 of 
him already Hey, hey! Rocky Calovito! 


The iron jaws? Well, by about the fourth 
pack the shouting had turned to loud 
mumbling and slobbering, as you had 
wedged three or four of the card-sized flats 
of gum into your 12-year-old mouth 
Baseball season officially started the day 
the cards hit town The new issues would be 


critiqued and compared to last year’s Then 
it was down to business. 
As your collection grew, so did the 
suspense and frustration. In order to get 
the entire season's set of about 500 cards, it 
was necessary to buy about two million 
packs You would wind up with stacks of 
useless doubles of guys like Don Demeter 
and Smokey Burgess, and not a single Ted

American colonists, winners in just 
four of the past 30 Boston endurance 
races, took the first three places in 
Monday’s 79th annual marathon — using 
a stiff tailwind instead of musket power 
to rout foreign invaders.

named William Rodgers jumped from 
obscurity to mow down the course 
record with a time of 2:09:55. 
Redcoat Ron Hill, the veteran British 
leader whose five-year-old mark was 
shattered by 35 seconds, finished fifth in 
the race that coincided with the 200th 
anniversary of the outbreak of the 
American Revolution. Hill’s time was 
3:33 behind the winning colonist He was 
the top finisher of a 22-member British 
regiment 
Another American upstart, school 
teacher Steve Hoag of Minneapolis, 
Minn , was second in 2:11:54; foot 
soldier Tom Fleming of the New York 
Athletic Club, runnerup the past two 
years, was third in his fastest time ever, 
2:12:05

preserved for the future if it 
can’t be studied immediately. 


HONOLULU (UPIi - Oceanic Foundation 
scientists have found a possible solution to 
Asia’s growing food problem in the form of a 
lazily swimming three pound mullet 
After five years of research the Foundation 
has tricked female mullet into laying a million 
eggs in aquarium tanks at Makapuu and 
perfected a system that assures maturity of five 
per cent of the fry. 
“The survival rate for sea-spawned mullet is 
only one tenth of one per cent,” explained H 
Burr Steinbach, Oceanic’s president 
“With a 
minimum survival rate of five per cent, and a 
potential of 15 or 20 per cent in aquaculture, you 
only need a handful of females to produce an 
awful lot of little ones and you really have 
something going.” 
The research here in Hawaii has been spurred 
by the increasing demand for protein that has 
b ^ te d the world fish catch to around 60 million 
metric tons a year 
“The annual catch is going to peak at 100 
million tons pretty damn soon,” warned Dr 
Steinbach, “ and at that point the production 
from the world’s oceans will be, in effect, 
running at maximum capacity.” 
Fish farming, on the other hand, is now 
producing a mere five million tons annually, and 
ichthyologists are convinced this tonnage can be 
increased tenfold, and that mullet, milk fish and 
white fish are the three species capable of being 
grown artificially throughout the Pacific to 
alleviate the growing shortage of protein 
“The mullet is the ideal fish,” said Liverpool- 
born Colin Nash, a director of the Foundation, 


•‘because it is one of the most sidely eaten fish 
in the Pacific and because it is a herbivore-a 
plant eater and not a flesh eater ” 
Dr Nash pointed out that “all you have to do 
in the Philippines is run chicken pens over the 
fish ponds The chicken manure fertilizes the 
plants upon which the fish feed. There is iro 
simpler, cheaper way of increasing the world s 
food supply The more fertilizer you throw into 
the water, the more scum produced and the 
more fish” 
The goal at the Oceanic foundation has been to 
produce the know how of aquaculture for 
distribution throughout the world, particularly 
those countries in and rimming the Pacific 
“We have now reached the point,” said 
Steinbach, “where the Foundation can go out to 
one of the Pacific islands or Asian-rim countries 
and set up a mullet-producing project” 
The 
system 
perfected 
by 
the 
Oceanic 
Foundation 
is 
ridiculously 
simple. 
The 
scientists 
m erely 
create 
an 
artificial 
environment that convinces the female mullet 
that it is time for her to lay eggs This is done by 
putting the females into tanks and gradually 
shortening the hours of light so the female 
thinks winter is coming with its short days and 
starts producing eggs. The same goal can be 
achieved 
by 
injecting 
hormones 
into 
the 
females 
“ By artificially shortening the amount of 
daylight we can induce the female to lay her 
eggs any time we want,” said Dr. Nash. 
"The males are no problem They are ready 
to go any tim e.”

WASHINGTON - The great, looming 
question is why American intelligence 
was so poor that with the swift tram of 
events in Vietnam a hastily improvised 
Dunkirk must be put together to rescue 
6.000 Americans and up to 150,000 to 
200.000 South Vietnamese 
The obvious answer 
is 
that 
wishful 
thinking — the illusion 
that the Thieu regime 
could hold even after 
the collapse of the 
_ 
northern provinces — 
^ i 
prevailed throughout 
m l 
the Administration. 
wT 
The 
official 
justification 
is that 
evacuating 
Americans 
would 
have 
triggered the end of any stability and 
order in Saigon But that will not do and 
one may ask where were 
all those 
contingency plans that are a by-product 
of the Pentagon mills. 
The 
rescue 
operation 
is 
being 
projected in an atmosphere of feverish 
anxiety close to despair. It will be a 
dangerous operation and Congress has 
every reason to consider safeguards put 
around 
authorization 
to 
deploy 
American troops who would hold an exit 
channel. 
The wary and the suspicious on 
Capitol Hill see the 
peril of the 
following happening: 
Five thousand Marines are air-lifted 
into the Saigon region. By this time, if 
the worse comes to the worst, infuriated 
South Vietnamese take their revenge on 
Americans for betrayal of the South. 
This will compound the threat of 
advancing Communist troops prepared 
to close in on the capital. 
The 
Marines 
suffer 
substantial 
casualties The 5,000 are not enough to 
do the job Another contingent is sent in. 
A large naval complement offshore is 
ready to give support, including attack 
from aircraft carriers. This is another 
war with emotions deeply stirred at the 
sight of defenseless Americans being 
shot and killed. 
The Cooper-Church amendment bars 
the use of American military force 
anywhere in Indochina or in the seas 
around it. Whether the War Powers Act 
of 1973 gives the President authority to 
conduct a rescue operation outside the 
limits of the Cooper-Church prohibition 
is one of the doubts troubling the uneasy 
relationship between Congress and the 
White House. 
The rescue operation, projected by an 
anonymous high official at a press 
briefing prior to the speech, was made 
to sound like another Dunkirk To see it 
in the same terms even remotely is 
evidence once again of the delusion 
persisting for nearly two decades. That 
is the belief that Western values and 
Western modes of conduct are relevant 
to a corner of Southeast Asia largely 
feudal and tribal in origin. 
Dunkirk was a heroic operation put 
together with every kind of volunteer 
craft to rescue close to 340,000 British 
troops stranded on the beaches across 
the English channel. They were rescued 
as the Nazis swept Western Europe so 
that back m Britain they could fight 
another day. It was a superb illustration 
of British resolution, with the clarion 
call of Winston Churchill at the lowest 
point m the war as inspiration. 
Many dark uncertainties hover over 
the whole project in Vietnam. In the 
chaos of breakdown in Saigon how could 
100,000 Vietnamese loyal to Thieu and 
the American cause be sorted out of the 
mess and rescued? And once brought 
out, where would they go and what 
would be their fate? 
The anonymous official said that a 
substantial number would be brought to 
the United States. Other countries, he 
said, would be asked to take some of the 
refugees. This conveniently ignores the 
unemployment widespread throughout 
the industrialized world 
A large number of South Vietnamese 
face death or imprisonment 
in a 
Communist takeover if they are not 
rescued. 
Many have 
been 
faithful 
believers in the assurances that have 
come from Washington and the Thieu 
regime. 
They 
now 
stand 
to 
lose 
everything, including their lives and the 
lives of their families if they are not 
taken to safety. 
But a great deal of hard thinking must 
go into their plight if there is to be such 
a massive rescue operation. Consider 
the condition of 100,000 Vietnamese, few 
of them speaking English, set down in 
American communities where, as in 
California, the jobless rate is close to 10 
per cent. 
The hope, a frail hope, is that a 
defense in the Saigon area may hold 
until 
a 
political 
solution 
can 
be 
achieved That might be justification to 
vote for the $722 million in military aid 
though demonstrably it is not an actual 
need and could well be too late

The proposed changes are based on 
work by Alan Davidson, city attorney. 
It’s taken a long time to get to this 
point: The attack on unbeauty, usually 
manmade or abetted by man. The attack 
on unbeauty that offends our senses or 
our feelings of what is right in a modem 
community. 
I recall a year or two ago, Davidson 
listened 
sympathetically 
to 
the 
complaint of a planning commissioner, 
now retired, that a neighbor was 
repairing diesel trucks in the driveway 
of his home. Davidson said he was sure 
the city could abate the nuisance, given 
the proper evidence and particularly if 
it could be shown that the neighbor in 
question was doing the work for another 
person 
and 
especially 
for 
some 
monetary consideration. Nothing ever 
came of that exchange, but the eyesore 
reportedly has continued to the present 
day. 
And well I recall a campaign along 
these lines by planning commissioner 
George Barnes, now retired. Barnes 
was unhappy about a ramshackle house 
on the southwest corner of Maple 
Avenue and E Street, that seemed to 
defy efforts to tear it down as an 
unmitigated eyesore. It was finally 
razed, but it took a year or more. There 
were several more houses of this sort 
that finally got their comeuppance. 
All this effort was related to work by 
former city attorney James Longtin. 
The planning commission labored long 
and hard on an ordinance section that 
would have prohibited the parking of 
certain size trucks in residential zones. 
All that finally bogged down over the 
specificatiops, how long is a truck etc. 
Truck drivers complained that the 
ordinance would have prohibited them 
from driving company-owned vehicles 
home from work. 


Other residents complained that the 
ordinance would work a hardship on the 
owners of camper trucks and recreation 
vehicles. In the end the effort was 
abandoned. 
The current effort stems from official 
unhappiness with a sign, “ Chew Mail 
Pouch” that someone painted on a fence 
in a residential area. 
It remains to be seen what will come 
out of this moving of the public 
conscience into areas of sense and 
beauty and in some cases into private 
property.

Research benefit 


The glamor period of space 
exploration

over

consequently we do not hear 
too much of the “ spinoff” 
benefits. Yet the contributions 
of space research to a better 
life on earth continue to 
accumulate. Within the next 
generation, we may see huge 
space stations orbiting our 
planet, 
inhabited 
by 
meteorologists, 
physicians, 
engineers and technologists 
from countries around the 
globe. From such platforms, 
they will direct efforts to 
relieve world food shortages, 
clean 
up global pollution, 
combat and treat disease and 
help 
secure 
international 
peace. 
Dr. Edward B. Lindaman,

of 
program planning for the 
Apollo spacecraft, gives an 
insight into what we can 
expect in a recent article in 
the VFW magazine. Here are 
expectations: 
Space satellites can provide 
an accurate reading of exactly 
where mineral and water 
resources are buried in the 
earth’s upper strata. 
Satellite surveys can add 
billions of dollars worth of 
food to the world’s economy 


by eliminating guess work in 
crop 
planning, 
harvest 
scheduling 
and 
water 
management. 
Sensors that can “ see” crop 
disease 
and 
spot 
insects 
before either is visible to the 
human eye allow governments 
to scrutinize their cultivated 
lands more accurately from 
space than the farmer on the 
ground. 
Global pollution is another 
problem that can be tackled 
more effectively from beyond 
the earth’s boundaries. With 
information 
recorded 
by 
satellites, scientists can now 
obtain accurate readings of 
the flow and drift of polluted 
water and air. 
What else? 
Orbiting space factories in 
which metallurgists will be 
able 
to 
concoct

Orbiting 
hospitals where

can be treated in a weightless 
environment. 
By extending our senses 
through space technology, we 
are opening up new frontiers 
of knowledge that will enable 
us to better manage our world 
and our future.

Useless office 


Mervyn Dymally, in a pensive mood 
after the flush of victory which has 
made him the first black lieutenant 
governor in California history, recently 
expressed concern over the absence of 
power in his office. Not enamored with 
the 
only 
officially 
assigned 
constitutional duty, that of presiding 
over the Senate, he said, “ That isn’t my 
style. I want to be involved in doing 
something meaningful.” 
This despite the fact the Legislature, 
over the years, has placed the lieutenant 
governor 
on 
various 
boards 
and 
commissions and recent governors have 
joined in finding odd chores for the 
occupant. To Dymally, most of these 
assignments are “ busy work” akin to 
the “ ribbon cutting” functions regularly 
handed to the lieutenant governor by a 
governor otherwise occupied. 
Dymally’s lament is older than the 
office he holds. It was predicted by 
Benjamin Franklin at the Constitutional 
Convention which created the vice 
presidency, patterned after the colonial 
lieutenant 
governors. 
When 
his 
opposition was overridden Franklin 
scathlingly suggested the Veep be given 
the title of “ his superfluous majesty.” 
George Mason, another opponent to the 
office, remarked “ Hence springs the 
unnecessary officer, the vice president 
who for want of other employment is 
made president of the Senate, thereby 
dangerously blending the executive and 
legislative powers.”

Throughout the years there have been 
spasmodic 
attempts 
to 
find some 
employment more useful than inquiring 
daily as to the health of the president. 
Former 
President 
Herbert 
Hoover 
suggested the Veep serve in one of the 
cabinet posts with the decision as to 
which left to each president 
But 
each 
suggestion 
has been 
eventually 
discarded 
as 
politically 
impractical so the office has continued 
to be as President Woodrow Wilson once 
described 
it, 
“ one 
of 
anamolous 
insignificance 
and curious 
uncertainty,” adding that the vice 
president’s chief embarrassment “ is 
that in explaining how little there is to 
be said about the office, one has 
evidently said all there is to say.” 
Alben Barkley, whose quaint humor 
made him the most loved of vice 
presidents, told of the farmer who had 
two sons. “ One of them ran off to sea. 
The other was elected vice president. 
Nothing more was ever heard of either 
of them.” Whatever is said of the Veep 
can likewise be said of the lieutenant 
governor's office. Boiled down, it is a 
fifth wheel costing the state about a half 
million dollars annually, which invites 
an effort to justify the job. 
Its need as a presiding officer of the 
Senate not only fails to do this but 
injects the issue of the separation of the 
legislative and executive. And history 
has demonstrated the impracticality of 
the lieutenant governor serving in the 
absence of the governor Few governors 
have trusted their lieutenant governor 
with any power even when they are 
absent from the state. As for succeeding 
a governor by reason of death or 
resignation, only seven of the 34 
California governors have done this and 
only three in this century. Since as many 
Assembly 
Speakers 
have 
become 
governor, it would seem the better 
system would be for the Speaker to be 
first in line of succession. It would be a 
surer means of installing someone with 
experience in government, something 
half of those who have held the office in 
this century were lacking. 
Nor would the argument that the 
Speaker might be of the opposite party 
be convincing. For, unlike the Veep who 
is hand picked by the presidential 
nominee, the lieutenant governor is 
elected by popular votem independent of 
the gubernatorial candidate As Senator 
Donald Grunsky has pointed out, under 
this sytem “ the two may be of opposite 
parties making it impossible for them to 
work together." 
With no discredit to Dymally, who 
undoubtedly will prove to be as good as 
any of his predecessors and better than 
many, the most meaningful service he 
could perform for California would be 
bringing about the abolition of his office. 
A constitutional amendment should 
provide for Dymally to retain it as long 
as he desires, the voters willing, and the 
abolition of it thereafter. 
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
